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SILVER MINING IN CHIHUAHUA, 
| MEXI

in the World--Mines that Produced 
$400,000,000—Ore Averaging $81 
Per Ton. 


Fer centuries Chihuahua has raok- 
ed among the most famous of the 
Mexican States for the production of 
silver; but from various Causes un- 
til very recently, the energies of 
Americans have net been directed to 
that rich region. ~ 

But thanks to American enterprise, 
that land is soon te pour into the 
United States the wealth which - ~ 
tury ago, glutted the avarice of the 
haughty Spaniard. 

There are now in the State of Chi- 
huahua at work, and organized for 
work, no less than six American com- 
panies, owning and centrolling the 
richest and best of the mining proper- 
ty in the State. A brief mention of 
these is all that will be attempted at 
this time. The Santa Eulalia mining 
companies own the mives of Santa 
Dulalia, 16 miles from the city of Chi- 
huahua.. ih 

Under the rule of Spain, these 
mines paid to the Catholic church a 
tax on $111,000,000. 

They are, without doubt, the most 
extensive depesit mines in the world. 
But for want of capital, they are still 
being worked by the.ancient methods 
ot the Mexicans. Te company pro- 

ose totunnel the mountain, build 
a railroad 42 miles to the forks of the 
Sacramento and Chihughua rivers, 
and there establish large works for 
the reductien of the ores by modern 
methods. The Cusiquiriachic mines 
were purchased last fall by a company 
from San Francisco for the compara- 
tively 

TRIFLING suUM OF $500,000. 


These mines are 90 miles southwest 
from the city of Chihuahva. 
records do not show their former 
wealth, but it is known to have been 
great. The veins are true fissures, 
containing at the depth of 600 feet 
solid metal,in some places 15 foet 
wide, averaging nearly $100 per ton. 
The ores are now being reduced by 
the lixiviation precess with excellent 
results. The Batopilas mines, in the 
southwest part of the State, owned 
and operated by Wells, Fargo & Co., 
contain large deposits of native silver, 
and are enriching their owners. The 
records show that under Spanish rule 
these mines produced 000,000. 
The consolidated mines of Parral, 
owned by the Knetts Company of 
Chicago, are situated in the city of 
Hidalgo @r Parral. The records show 
that these mines have produced $60,- 
090,000. They are true fissure veins, 
asgregating in length three-fourths of 
a mile, with a width of frem 6 to 30 
feet. * The last six years working by 
the Mexicans yielded over $900,000, 
the ore averaging $81 per ton. These 
mines have only been worked to a 
depth of a little more than 400 feet. 
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Smithsonian Snakes. 


From the Washington Republican. 

On the first floor, in the main hall 
of the Smithsenian Institute, stands 
a curiosity which deserves particular 
attention. It is a large case, nine 
feet by fodr and one-half wide, con- 
taining numerous specimens of snakes, 
all of which are alive. Through the 
top, which is covered with glass, the 
aovements of the reptiles can be 
plainly seen. The cage is filled with 
stumps of s, ferns and 
sand, and an artificial lake keeps the 
ground continually moist. There the 
reptiles have full sway, and although 
somewhat repulsive, their cage is al- 
ways surrounded with curiosity levers. 
Some of the varieties are: Coach- 
whips, indigo or gophers, chicken, 
biack and garter snakes. A king 
snake is also ameng the collectien, 
and has to be carefully watched, as he 
is fond of hugging his cempanions, 
and frequently kills them, after 
which they make a meal for his high- 
ness. This snake is the mortal foe of 
the rattlesnake, who always comes out 
second best in their fights.

Heavy fires are raging in the forests 
in all directions. At Lake Tahoe the 
flames have spent their fury, and are 
dying out after having destroyed 
thousands of dollars worth of proper- 
ty. At Richardsgn’s mill and back 
of George Shaffer's, heavy battling was 
kept up between the lumbermen and 
the devouring element for several 
days, resulting at last in a victory for 
the lumbermen. Now the point of 
greatest interest is Kneeland’s mill. 
‘Lhe flames are raging with great vio- 
lence in the forests, and are constant- 
ly threatening the snow sheds, Knee- 
land's mill and large quantities of 
, lumber and square timbers. 
The water train ef the Central Pacific 
is kept at the point of greatest danger, 
near Kneeland’s. By the exercise of 
the greatest care the fire has been kept 
in check, and much valuable property 
has been saved. The origin of these 
fires is unknows. Some of them are 
undeubtedly started by Jadians, oth- 
ers probably by hunters. Parties 
huating and camping out should exer- 
cise the greatest care as a fire ofee 
started destroys a great deal of pro- 
perty.

LABOR IS KING. 


One of the great evils of the times 
is the disinclination to labor with the 
hands.

The youth of this 
country are growing up with this mis- 
chievous idea io their heads. They 
all want to become clerks, storekeep- 
ers, doctors, lawyers or ministers. 
Farming is thought too laborious, the 
trades all too hard or too dirty ways 


is. 


to-day’ the professions are a!l over- 
crowded, that there are five times too 
many doctors and lawyers for the 
needs of the population. For this 
reason the large towns and cities are 
overrun with onemployed clerks, that 
for every vacant clerkship in a mer- 
cantilehouse, there are a hundred appli- 
cants. The boy of the period doesn’t 
want to learn a trade. Farming is 
not to his mind. Looking for some. 
congenial occupation, he grows up in 
idleness, and too often, before he 
reaches maturity, the devil claims 
him for. his own. 

For this existing bad state of things 
what is the cause aud what the rem- 
edy? Mherecan be no doubt that pa- 
rents are usually responsible for this 
prevailing distaste for what are called 
the industrial pursuits. A false sen- 
timent is at the’ root of the whole 
trouble. Many men who have wi 
hard labor and economy secured a 
independence, wish to see their sons 
engaged in what they fvolishly think 
some higher occupation than that in 
which the father made a success. The 
fitness of the son is not considered in 
an occupation. 
Many a man of fine mechanica! ability. 
has wasted his life in the pulpit, at 
the bar, or in the practice of medicine. 
Men who would hye succeeded as 
farmers or mechanics, have made fail- 
ures in business for which they had 
no liking and nocapacity. Everyone 
can call to mind scores of instances to 
illustrate this truth for himself. 

No man should be judged by his oc- 
cupation, but by his worth and merit 
as a man. An _ honest, intelligent 
firmer is a hundred times more re- 
spectable than a shyster lawyer, quack 
doctor, or reverend blockhead.- It is 
true that force of intellect is, and al- 
ways will besmore honored among man
